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I  enclose  one  other  picture  which  I  believe  may  be  of  interest  to 
you.  Back  on  December  12th,  1958  1  was  doing  some  book  reconditioning  at  the 
Gasconade  County  Court  House  at  German/  Missouri.  As  I  walked  into  the  office  of 
the  County  Collector  I  saw  a  picture  of  Abraham  Lincoln  hanging  on  the  wall.  I 
asked  the  Collector  where  he  got  the  picture  and  he  told  me  that  a  fellow  by  the 
name  of  Henry  Rohlfing  gave  it  to  the  County.  I  do  not  remember  who  Rohlfing  was 
however,  he  was  a  prominent  citizen  and  perl  taps  could  have  been  a  member  of  the 
County  Board.  Nevertheless,  I  was  pretty  well  taken  with  the  picture  because  it 
is  a  pencil  drawing,  i  asked  who  the  artist  was  and  the  Collector  told  me  that  a 
fellow  by  the  name  of  J.  W.  Gouterman  made  the  sketch  back  in  1938  and  that  he 
lives  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  I  then  asked  the  Collector  if  I  could  take  a  photo- 
graph of  the  sketch,  to  which  he  agreed.  I  took  the  picture  out  into  the  yard  and 
leaned  it  against  the  fence  and  got  the  picture.  lou  will  notice  that  the  mesh  of 
the  fence  is  behind  the  picture  and  the  picture  is  about  20"  by  30" •  You  can  see 
the  Missouri  River  behind  the  picture.  The  Lincoln  photograph  docs  not  really  do 
full  justice  to  the  pencil  sketch.  It  has  to  be  seen  close-up  for  appreciation. 
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
